ecu tin g atto rn ey , Den n is O’Neil, d e­ 
n ied all the charges Mr. O’Neil mad e 
in the rev o catio n p ro ceed in gs bro u ght 
again st Mr. Mo rgan Satu rd ay after­ 
n o o n . 
Mr. Mo rgan asked that the charges 
mad e by the p ro secu to r be in v estigat­ 
ed by the co u rt at the earliest time 
p o ssible. After Mr. Mo rgan had fin ­ 
ished his d en ial an d req u est, Ju d ge 
Blair rep lied “I will fix the matter u p , 
Mr. Mo rgan .” 
It is p resu med that Ju d ge Blair will 
ap p o in t a co mmittee fro m the bar as­ 
so ciatio n to in v estigate the charges 
mad e by the p ro secu to r. The charges 
mad e by the p ro secu to r in d eman d in g 
o f the co u rt the rev o catio n o f Mr. 
Mo rgan ’s co mmissio n to act as p ro s­ 
ecu to r in his stead were asto u n d in g, 
an d came like a bo lt o u t o f a clear 
sky . 
When co u rt co n v en ed this after­ 
n o o n Ju d ge Blair an n o u n ced that lie 
wo u ld settle the 
q u estio n the first 
thin g in the mo rn in g when co u rt co n ­ 
v en es. 
To mo rro w mo rn in g’s sessio n 
is lo o ked fo rward to as a memo rable

The seco n d reaso n the p ro secu to r 
gav e was that Mr. Mo rgan d id n o t in ­ 
v estigate at his (the p ro secu to r’s) re­ 
q u est the 
cau ses fo r which 
Basil 
Seward salo o n licen se was rev o ked , 
an d ascertain whether he had a legal 
right to o p erate a salo o n , “bu t in stead 
o f which he accep ted a retain er fee 
fro m said Seward .” 
Mr. Mo rgan d en ied this mo st v e­ 
hemen tly . 
He d eclared that he had 
n ev er accep ted an y fee fro m Basil 
Seward , had 
n ev er 
sp o ken to that 
gen tleman o n the street, o r had n ev er 
been sp o ken to by him. He d eclared 
that he was 
o p p o sed to 
the salo o n 
bu sin ess an d n ev er fav o red it. 
The third charge the p ro secu to r 
mad e was that Mr. Mo rgan had fail­ 
ed an d refu sed to carry o u t “my o r­ 
d ers as p ro secu tin g atto rn ey in the 
ex amin atio n in to v ario u s crimes an d 
misd emean o rs, an d in failu re to make 
p ro secu tio n s herein .” 
Mr. Mo rgan briefly to ld o f the cir­ 
cu mstan ces which lead u p to him act­ 
in g as p ro secu tin g atto rn ey in p lace 
o f Den n is O’Neil. He said the p ro se­ 
cu to r came to him an d asked him 
to take his p lace in the 
No v ember 
term o f co u rt. 
This he 
d id . 
An d 
again in the Febru ary term o f co u rt, 
Mr. Mo rgan said O’Neil to ld him a 
p itifu l sto ry o f bein g sick an d asked 
him to take charge o f the gran d ju ry , 
Co n tin u ed o n p age eight.

Y\ bile the 
rep o rts 
regard in g the 
co n d itio n o f grq win g wheat in Ru sh 
co u n ty were o f a d isco u ragin g n atu re 
a few weeks ago , the farmers rep o rt 
that with the aid o f 
the fav o rable 
weather the p ast few d ay s the field s 
are lo o kin g better an d that the p ro s­ 
p ects are mu ch 
imp ro v ed . 
Co n d i­ 
tio n s in o ther co u n ties in In d ian a are 
rep o rted as serio u s an d a sho rtage o f 
wheat is fo recasted . 
In a few d is­ 
tricts farmers ex p ect a 5 0 p er cen t 
cro p while in o thers grain was en tire- 
y killed by the sev ere win ter weather 
an d the field s p lo wed u p . 
Abo u t two weeks 
ago the co n d i­ 
tio n s were at their lo west ebb, bu t 
sin ce that time a marked imp ro v e­ 
men t has been d aily n o ted . 
On ly a 
v ery few o f the Ru sh co u n ty field s are 
in their u su al first class co n d itio n , 
bu t the p ercen tage o f 
field s which 
hav e been 
p lo wed u p is n o t large. 
W hile the wheat o f this co u n ty is in 
mu ch better co n d itio n than in o ther 
p arts o f the State the farmers are 
n o t ex p ectin g a “bu mp er” cro p . Be­ 
cau se o f the u n fav o rable fall the 
acreage so wn in wheat is estimated to 
be abo u t twen ty p er cen t smaller 
than u su al. 
The wheat markets hav e sho wn a 
large rise in the p rice d u rin g the p ast 
week an d this is d u e to the rep o rts 
which hav e been gathered fro m the 
v ario u s p arts o f In d ian a an d o ther 
States. 
The farmers can ex p ect 
a 
go o d p rice fo r their wheat this su m­ 
mer, o n acco u n t o f the sho rtage in all 
d istricts. 
Becau se o f the late sp rin g an d the 
high waters man y o f the farmers hav e 
been u n able to so w mu ch o ats, an d it 
is believ ed that there will be a scar­ 
city d u rin g the seaso n . 
A few field s 
were so wn late an d a light cro p 
is 
lo o ked fo r. 
A few o f the farmers rep o rt that 
the clo v er was fro zen by the ex treme­ 
ly co ld weather d u rin g the win ter an d 
that they hav e so wn n ew field s. Mu ch 
o f the p astu re lan d was also d am­ 
aged an d grain men are lo o kin g fo r 
all feed p ro d u cts to brin g go o d p rices.

A TAFT POLICY

Measure Progressive. 


JUSTICE 
IS ITS 
OBJECT. 


P re sid e nt Ap p rov es Prop osed Legists* 
tion M ak ing Federal Labor Law s Fit 
M odern Conditions— Legal M achinery 
Simp lified. 


As the resu lt of the p ersonal interest 
of President T aft in all m atters a f­ 
fecting the work ingmen of the cou ntry , 
congress has before it today a com­ 
p rehensiv e bill on emp loy ers’ liability 
and work men’s comp ensation which is 
recognized as one of the most p rogres­ 
siv e of the many achiev ements of the 
T a ft administration. The bill was re­ 
p orted by a commission ap p ointed by 
President T aft p u rsu ant to a joint res­ 
olu tion of congress p assed on Ju ne 25 . 
1910, and it was recently sent to con­ 
gress by the p resident, accomp anied 
w ith a message recommending its p as­ 
sage. 
As drafted the measu re p ro­ 
v ides an ex clu siv e remedy and com­ 
p ensation for accidental Inju ries re­ 
su lting in disabilities or death to em­ 
p loy ees of common carriers engaged 
In interstate or foreign commerce or 
in the District of Colu mbia. 
This comp rehensiv e legislation is the 
direct ou tcome of the general u nsatis­ 
factoriness of labor legislation p assed 
by congress in recent y ears and is il­ 
lu strativ e of the T aft method of reach­ 
ing an adm itted ev il by a p ainstak ing 
inv estigation 
followed 
by 
carefu lly 
considered laws. As is well k nown, the 
first emp loy ers’ liability law p assed in 
the last administration was declared 
u nconstitu tional by the cou rts. A new 
law to tak e its p lace was p assed u n­ 
der this administration, bu t it was gen­ 
erally u nderstood at the time that the 
comp rehensiv e measu re now before 
congress was to follow, both as to 
liability and comp ensation, as soon as 
the necessary inv estigation into the 
su bject cou ld be made. 
The resu lt is 
that the work ingmen of the United 
States, so far as they can be reached 
by federal law. will soon be work ing 
u nder one of the most enlightened la­ 
bor laws on record. 
Prov ision is made in the bill, as draft­ 
ed tentativ ely , that ev ery common car­ 
rier engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce shall p ay comp ensations in 
the amou nts sp ecified in the bill to any 
of its emp loy ees who su stains p ersonal 
inju ry by accident arising ou t of and 
in the cou rse of his emp loy ment and 
resu lting in his disability or to his de­ 
p endents in case of death. 
It is p rov ided in the bill that the in­ 
ju red emp loy ee shall hav e medical at­ 
tendance and su rgical aid when nec­ 
essary , the last mentioned being limit­ 
ed to $200. The monthly wages of an 
emp loy ee are deemed to be twenty -six 
tim es the established day ’s p ay , and 
$5 0 is the minimu m monthly wage p ay ­ 
ment. 
It is also p rov ided that all com­ 
p ensation shall be p aid monthly u nless 
comp u ted to a lu mp su m 
Death benefits are p rov ided for at a 
sp ecific p ercentage of the man's wages 
to be p aid to the widow .with an in­ 
crease in the amou nt when there are 
dep endent children, and in case of no 
dep endents the p ay ment of the bu rial 
ex p enses is req u ired. 
The m atter of 
p ersonal inju ry comp ensation Is also 
cov ered in a fair and eq u itable p ro­ 
v ision. 
Another featu re of the p rop osed act 
is a clear definition of the term “de­ 
p endent” as well as of what consti­ 
tu tes an “inju ry ” and an “emp loy ee.” 
Legal comp lications are p rov ided for. 
rep orts of accidents, p ay ments and 
op erations u nder the law to the inter­ 
state commerce commission are 


ev idently draw n by men imbu ed with 
the imp ortance of p reserv ing the em­ 
p loy ers from bu rdensome or u nju st lia­ 
bilities. 
It was treated as a p ersonal 
m atter of each emp loy ee, and the em­ 
p loy ees were p u t on a lev el of dealing 
which, howev er it may hav e been in 
the p ast, certainly creates inju stice to 
the emp loy ee u nder the p resent condi­ 
tions.” 
The attention of congress to the great 
inju stice of the p resent sy stem was 
called by President Taft. lie mention­ 
ed the fact that often the recov ery of 
large su ms in damage v erdicts did not 
resu lt in actu al benefit to the inju red 
p erson on accou nt of the heav y ex 
p eu ses In litigation. 
The p resident ex 
p ressed the belief that these bu rdens 
wou ld disap p ear with the enactment of 
the p rop osed law, since the cou nsel fees 
are limited to a reasonable amou nt. 
As fu rther stated by the p resident, 
“the great object of the p rop osed Ian 
Is to secu re ju stice to the weak er p arty 
u nder ex isting modern conditions.” He 
also declared that he wou ld u se his in­ 
flu ence to aid in the enactment of the 
p rop osed law before the adjou rnment 
of the p resent session of congress.

The treasu ry dep artm ent has recent­ 
ly receiv ed the commendation of the 
Democratic ap p rop riation committee of 
the hou se of rep resentativ es for the re­ 
su lts achiev ed in bringing abou t econ­ 
omy and efficiency in that dep artment. 
The general basis of this u nu su al 
p raise is the fact that it Is costing $2,- 
5 00,000 a y ear less to ru n this big bu si­ 
ness machine of the gov ernment than 
it did three y ears ago when President 
T aft began his administration and ini­ 
tiated his camp aign for gov ernmental 
ecoilomy by p lacing an ex p erienced 
bu siness man. Secretary MacVeagh, at 
the head of the treasu ry dep artment. 
The Economy Effected. 
The amou nt now sav ed each y ear is 
a 10 p er cent redu ction in the p rev iou s 
cost. 
It tells bu t half the story of the 
actu al economy effected: for there has 
been a 10 p er ceu t increase in the bu si­ 
ness of the dep artment du ring this 
time, mak ing a total gain in the inter­ 
est of the tax p ay er of 20 p er cent 
The eagerness that now ex ists to 
mak e p olitical cap ital ou t of criticism 
mak es the fact eminently strik ing that 
throu gh this p eriod of inv estigation and 
inq u iry the treasu ry dep artm ent has 
beeu fou nd a fru itless field of op era­ 
tion. 
It has not ev en been mentioned 
in connection with the alleged “money 
tru st,” for the reason that the treasu ry 
dep artm ent is now for the first time 
wholly indep endent of the big bank ­ 
ers of the cou ntry in its op erations 
That the dep artm ent shou ld alway s be 
abov e the slightest grou nd for moral 
criticism is of cou rse one of the fu nda­ 
m entals of its administration. 
F rau ds Are Pu nished. 
The v igor with which the adm inistra­ 
tion has gone after those who hav e 
attem p ted frau ds on the cu stoms rev ­ 
enu e is illu strated by the fact that 
more than $5 .000,000 has been collect­ 
ed in fines against dishonest imp orters 
and attem p ted smu gglers. 
Jail sen­ 
tences in nu merou s instances hav e been 
added to the fines. The resu lt has been 
the creation of a wholesome resp ect for 
the law on the p art of imp orters and 
Americans who trav el in foreign lands. 
The entire machinery for the collection 
of cu stoms has been ov erhau led, with 
the resu lt that v alu ations are made 
more accu rately , and many channels 
for frau ds hav e been stop p ed. One o2 
the sp ecial aids in this connection has 
been the sp ecial agents’ serv ice, which 
the secretary has tak en p ersonally in 
hand. 
The other collection agency , the in­ 
ternal 
rev enu e 
serv ice, 
has 
been 
brou ght to a high degree of efficiency . 
Its collections last y ear were the high 
est in its history —$322,000.009— which 
was collected at the ex p ense of 1 GS-100 
cents for each dollar, a su bstantial de 
crease in cost. 
Internal rev enu e col 
lectors are now giv ing the m ajor p or­ 
tion of their time to their official du 
ties, an innov ation brou ght abou t for 
the first time throu gh the insistence of 
the p resident that efficiency of admin­ 
istration was more to be desired than 
the dev elop ing of p olitical machines. 
W here Sav ings Resu lted. 
Sav ings iu the method of p rinting the 
p ap er money of the cou ntry hav e been 
made to the ex tent of $000,000 annu ­ 
ally . while similar work in the mints 
has resu lted in cu tting down the ex ­ 
p enses annu ally to the ex tent of $48 3,- 
000. 
By u sing the mails instead of the 
ex p ress a sav ing of $G0,000 a y ear is 
effected iu sending woru ou t notes to 
the treasu ry for redemp tion. 
Nearly 
$5 0,000 a y ear is being sav ed throu gh 
imp rov ed methods in handling the p a 
p er on which money and p ostage and 
internal rev enu e stamp s is p rinted. 
A 
similar amou nt is being sav ed throu gh 
closer scru tiny and economy in p rint­ 
ing the stationery for the dep artment. 
The rev enu e cu tter serv ice adds to the 
list a sav ing of $100.000 a y ear with in­ 
creased activ ities, so also does the p u b­ 
lic health serv ice. 
There are many 
more details of sav ings, all telling the 
same story . 
Genu ine Reforms Made. 
And this story is the strongest k ind 
of a denial of the charge that Presi­ 
dent T aft has u sed the gov ernment 
emp loy ee to fu rther his own p olitical 
adv antage. There hav e been 1,8 01 u n­ 
necessary p laces abolished u nder tbe 
treasu ry dep artm ent in the last three 
y ears. 
Fiv e hu ndred and forty -two of 
these hav e been in the dep artment 
serv ice in Washington. None of those 
in W ashington whose p laces were abol­ 
ished hav e been sep arated from the 
serv ice by that fact. 
Secretary Mac­ 
Veagh has rigidly adhered to the p ol­ 
icy of sa ring the v acancies which oc­ 
cu rred in the dep artm ent by resigna­ 
tion and death, and these p laces hav e 
been filled by those who wou ld other­ 
wise hav e been drop p ed. 
The facts abov e set forth are con­ 
v incing p roof that u nder the adminis­ 
tration of President Taft genu ine re­ 
forms in administration hav e been ac­ 
comp lished in bringing the gov ernment 
bu siness to the most p ractical and eco­ 
nomical basis in the interest of the 
whole p eop le.

Ex perts Believ e 5 0 0 -Mile Race Reco rd 
o f 1 9 1 1 Will Be Bro ken at Speed, 
way Nex t Memo rial Day . 


Late in the y ear of 1910 when the 
announcement of rhe first 500-mile In- 
ternational Sweepstakes at the Indi­ 
anapolis Motor Speedway was made, 
the motoring world sized up the prop­ 
osition of giv ing $25,000 in prizes and 
a race of 500 miles in length; and 
after two or three preliminary gasps, 
and a mental note that the promoters 
of such am-ev ent either had more than 
the ordinary amount of nerv e or had 
ov ei stepped themselv es, decided that 
it might be a pretty good thing to see 
after all. 
So it came about that the 
first 
500-mile 
International 
Sweep­ 
stakes on Decoration Day , May 30, 
1911, drew the greatest crowd of mo­ 
toring fans ev er assembled in any one 
enclosure to witness any sort of an 
automobile contest. 
The q uestion in the mind of the 
public as to ljo\? many manufacturers 
would dare to attempt a contest of 
this kind was answered readily when 
forty -six starters were named for the 
long race. 
The other q uestion as to 
whether or not spectators would be 
attracted to such an ev ent was an 
swered when about ninety thousand 
people filed through the gates on the 
day of the race. 
Indianapolis nev er 
saw so many strange faces within its 
gates on any prev ious occasion. 
The ownerg of the 
Speedway , 
v iew of the fact that the first race was 
so successful, decided that a second 
500-mile race, and piobably more af­ 
terward, would be the proper thing to 
oTfer their patrons. 
Public opinion 
was sounded thoroughly and bore out 
the idea of the Speedway management 
in fact public opinioi^ was unani 
raously in fav or of another long race 
so the public shaped largely the pro 
gram at the Motor Speedway nex t 
Memorial Day . 
But the second ev ent had to be dif 
ierent than the first and greater, be 
cause the av erage American demands 
something new ev ery time. It seemed 
almost impossible to improv e upon 
many conditions of the first race, but 
it finally was decided to increase the 
purse to $50,000, giv ing the winner 
$20,000 instead of $10,000 as last y ear. 
Greater speed was 
demanded, 
and 
ev ery car which is entered for the 
second race shows ev en better speed 
possibilities than those which com­ 
peted in the first. For the second 500- 
mile race, ev ery car which 
enters 
must make a full lap of the Speedway 
track at the rate of sev enty -fiv e miles; 
last y ear this speed was req uired only 
ov er a q uarter of a mile straightaway . 
Last y ear forty cars started, hut it 
was deemed adv isable, both from the 
standpoint of promoting a high speed 
contest and minimizing the element of 
danger, to allow but thirty cars to 
compete in the second race. 
This 
means that with thirty cars on the 
track trav elling at the rate of sev en­ 
ty -fiv e miles per hour, one car will 
pass ev ery point in the track on an 
av erage of ev ery four seconds. 
It is 
believ ed that a contest of this nature 
will prov e ev en more interesting than 
that of last y ear because the specta­ 
tors will be able to single out the cars 
in which they are interested at all 
times and note the indiv idual perform­ 
ance of the v arious cars without being 
subjected to the strain of constant 
alertness. 
Despite the fact that these condi­ 
tions hav e been imposed upon the 
manufacturers, it is certain at the 
present time that the full field of 
thirty starters will be entered by May 
1. It is estimated by v arious ex perts 
and racing driv ers that the speed of 
this race will be at least one mile per 
hour faster than that of the last race. 
Ray llarroun, who won the last 
500-mile race, has been credited with 
the statement that the speed would 
not be greater, if as great 
The ma­ 
jority , howev er, take issue with Har- 
roun and seem to believ e that the old 
record will be beaten badly .

PRISON CONTRACTORS 
IN RECEIVER’S HANDS 


Ford and Johnson Company Out 


at Michigan City. 


Indianap olis, Ap ril 22.—A receiver 
has been ap p ointed by Judge Ander­ 
son of federal court for the Ford & 
Johnson comp any , whose p lant at the 
Indiana state p rison has been closed 
down by Warden Fogarty because the 
comp any is alleged to be in arrears 
with the state $17,000 for convict la­ 
bor. 
The receiver is to continue until a 
trustee in bankrup tcy is elected by the 
creditors. 
The liabilities of the com­ 
p any amount to about $2,000,000, while 
the assets are ex p ected to aggregate 
ap p rox imately $8 00,000, It is said. 
The Ford & Johnson comp any man­ 
ufactures chairs and furniture and 
has subsidiary p lants and establish­ 
ments in more than half a score of 
cities throughout the country . It has 
a cap ital stock of $3,000,000, half of 
which is p referred and half common, 
and with real estate and p lants val­ 
ued at $1,000,000. 
The crisis in the affairs of the com­ 
p any follows the action of the control­ 
ler of the currency in forcing the in­ 
dorsers of Ford & Johnson p ap er in 
the Second National bank of Cincin­ 
nati to take it up . 
This p ap er aggre­ 
gates more than $600,000 and is am­ 
p ly secured, it is stated. 
The com­ 
p any has a p rison labor contract at 
the state p rison, but the warden has 
barred the comp any out of the p rison. 
The state is indemnified for nearly all 
the wage hill. The contract had about 
eight y ears to run.

A HERO’S DEATH 


Archie B u tt Died as He Had Wished 
to Die. 
Atlanta, Ga.. April 22.—Major Arch­ 
ibald Butt, one of the heroes of the 
Titanic, died as he wished to die, when 
he gav e his life in order that women 
and children might escape. 
Just be­ 
fore Major Butt sailed on the Titanic 
an Atlanta woman relativ e receiv ed a 
letter from him which contained the 
following paragraph: 
“My ambition is to die leav ing a 
name thct will reflect credit on my 
family .” 
“Archie achiev ed h5s ambition,” said 
this relativ e. 
“He died a good death 
and we are proud of him.” 


Boat Filled W ith Survivors 


Being Raised on Carpathia. 


In Addition to Bruce Ismay , Head of 
White Star Line, and Those Mem­ 
bers of Crew Who Were Sav ed, Sen­ 
ate Committee Will Call on Many 
Rescued Passengers of the Ill-Fated 
Craft to Tell Stories of That Night. 


W ashington, April 22.—In the large 
caucus room of the senate office build­ 
ing the sub-committee of the senate 
committee resumed its inv estigation 
of 
the 
Titanic 
disaster 
here 
to­ 
day . 
Senator W illiam Alden Smith, 
the chairman, conferred with other 
m embers of the committee, and it was 
decided that the officers and crew of 
the ill-fated ship who are under sub­ 
poena shall be giv en precedence ov er 
passengers. 
Senator Smith regards it 
as im portant that the testimony of 
these men be heard at once, inasmuch 
as they are British subjects and most 
of them are anx ious to return to Eng­ 
land, while many are reluctant to tes­ 
tify . J. Bruce Ismay , the managing di­ 
rector of the W hite Star line, who 
sav ed himself in a lifeboat and who 
was ex amined by the committee in 
New York, will be called again. 
Senator Smith has arranged to tell 
m any of the passengers to come be­ 
fore the committee. Among these will 
be many women who hav e agreed to 
appear and tell what they know of 
the wreck. 
Mrs. Ry erson of New 
York, Mrs. Lucien Smith, the daugh­ 
ter of Representativ e Hughes of W est 
Virginia, and Mrs. Douglass of Minne­ 
apolis, hav e all indicated a w illingness 
to testify . Senator Smith has also re­ 
ceiv ed assurances from Major Arthur 
Puchion of Toronto that he will ap­ 
pear. 
Interest in the inv estigation at thi» 
stage rev olv es around the testimony 
of Thomas Whitely , a first saloon 
stew ard on the Titanic. 
W hitely is 
represented as liav ing ov erheard a 
conv ersation between the two sailors 
who were m the crow’s nest aboard 
the Titanic and who claim to hav e 
giv en the ship’s officers repeated warn­ 
ings of the presence of the icebergs 
that wrecked the v essel. 
W hitely is 
now in St. Vincent’s hospital in New 
York, but the committee ex pects to 
bring him to W ashington as soon as 
he is able to trav el. 
Lewis Klem, a Hungarian member 
of the Titánicas crew, is another wit­ 
ness who is ex pected to giv e interest­ 
ing and sensational ^testimony . 
Klein 
has been located in Clev eland, Ohio, 
where he made statem ents regarded 
as highly im portant by Senator Smith. 
The senator declined to disclose the 
nature of these statem ents. Q uarter­ 
m aster Hitchins of the Titanic, who 
was arrested on the Lapland as she 
sailed from New York, will be closely 
ex amined by the committee. 
The French ambassador called on 
Senator Smith to commend the com­ 
m ittee for its diligence in pushing the 
pending inv estigation and to assure 
him of willingness on the part of the 
French gov ernment to co-operate with 
the United States to prev ent a recur­ 
rence of such disaster. 
Senator Smith thinks the willing­ 
ness of the W hite Star folks to co­ 
operate in the inq uiry discredits re­ 
ports that the British gov ernment 
m ight possibly object to the detention 
of members of the crew in the United 
States. No significance is attached to 
the failure of the British ambassador 
to giv e to the committee assurances 
of a desire on the part of his gov ern­ 
m ent to help the committee bring out 
all the facts. 
“I hav e not been adv ised of any acts 
of the British gov ernment at all ad­ 
v erse to this inv estigation,” said Sen­ 
ator Smith. 
A proper understanding 
of the true facts leading to the loss of 
the Titanic is absolutely necessary to 
m eet the ex pectations of the people, 
and nothing will be left undone.” 
Senator Smith thinks that the testi­ 
mony before the committee will prov e 
of much v alue in enabling the gov ern­ 
m ents of the world to agree on proper 
laws for the regulation of shipping so 
as to better safeguard life and prop­ 
erty at sea.

Bammed By Another Liner In a 


Dense Fog. 


Galv eston, Tex ., April 22.—Saturday 
night at 7 :35 the Morgan liner El Sud 
was rammed by the Mallory liner Den 
v er, incoming, and the form er v es 
sel is badly damaged, with a large hole 
more than half way through her, just 
forward of the first hatch. 
The collision occurred fifteen miles 
out from the Galv eston bar. 
A dense 
fog prev ailed and the Denv er slowed 
down to half speed when she heard 
the El Sud’s whistle. 
W hen Captain 
Staples of the Denv er sighted the 
lights of the El Sud, he saw that they 
could pass in safety , but v eered some­ 
what from his course to allow more 
passage room to the El Sud, but the 
latter suddenly turned straight across 
to the left, and though the Denv er sig­ 
nalled full speed astern, the collision 
could not be prev ented. 
The El Sud after the collision raced 
to the bar, where she went aground, 
and was pulled off Sunday afternoon 
and brought into her berth. 
About 
25 0 bales of cotton and much other of 
her cargo is strewn ov er the water. 
The damage to the El Sud is estim ated 
at between $20,0ff0 and $30,000 and 
that to the Denv er a t about $8 ,000.

which he did. Mr. Morgan said that 
in no instance was he -ask ed to mak e 
inv estigations or prosecu tions by the 
prosecu tor. 
The fact that Wallace Morgan has 
in reality befriended Dennis O’Neil is 
a well k nown fact among Ru shv ille 
attorney s. 
Some of the Democratic 
powers that be here got their heads 
together after Dennis gav e ou t his 
celebrated interv iew abou t cleaning 
u p the city —and ended u p by doing 
nothing more than fining slot ma­ 
chine owners—and planned to 
ou st 
Dennis from office. 
After that be­ 
came pu blic, it is said that some of 
the Democrats back ed u p and decid­ 
ed it wou ld not be a wise plan. 
Other Democrats, it is u nderstood, 
were still in fav or of the plan to im­ 
peach Dennis. 
It was ru mored that 
the q u estion was to be brou ght be­ 
fore the grand ju ry . Whether or not 
the grand ju ry considered the O'Neil 
case was nev er k nown, bu t if is k nown 
that nothing was done—and also that 
witnesses were before the grand ju ry 
who wou ld not be lik ely to be called 
for any other pu rpose.

possible. 
It seemed apparent today that some 
steps wou ld hav e to be 
tak en 
by 
Ju dge Blair if he did not care to hav e 
the prosecu tor tak e charge of the 
grand ju ry when it meets tomorrow. 
He is determined to attend to the du ­ 
ties of his office, as is indicated by 
the proceedings he brou ght and on the 
other hand there seems to be a deter­ 
mined lot of Democrats who think he 
will not hav e the power to attend to 
the du ties of the office which he to­ 
day holds. 
There was a story circu lated this 
morning that it was feared in certain 
circles that Wallace Morgan was go­ 
ing to 
inv estigate some 
things in 
Ru shv ille this ses-ion of the grand 
ju ry , and that when the cry went u p 
for Dennis to get rid of his depu ty , 
he did so.

Enable Girl to Care For Home 


After Graduation. 


MIGHT WANT TO GET MARRIED 


In That Event She Could do Away 


With Trigonometry and Kin­ 


dred Subjects. 


In ex plaining 
the action 
of 
the 
state board of edu eatiou in prov iding 
a more flex ible high school cu rricu ­ 
lu m in order to enable boy s and girls 
in the schools to obtain more training 
in the indu strial arts, Charles A. 
Greathou se, state su perintendent of 
pu blic instru ction, 
said 
that 
the 
amended cou rse wou ld 
enable 
the 
girl who ex pected to be married soon 
after leav ing school and tak e charge 
of a home, to do away entirely with 
algebra, geometry and trigonometry 
in her high school cou rse, while the 
boy who ex pected to retu rn to the 
farm, might ignore Latin and Ger­ 
man. 
“In order that this may be done, 
howev er, it will lie necessary that 
ev ery indiv idu al ease be considered 
by the state board and special per­ 
mission giv en,” said Mr. Greathou se. 
“The board made this reserv ation in 
order to prev ent high schools from 
‘going to seed’ on indu strial training. 
Fu rther, u nder the amended cou rse, 
pu pils who tak e indu strial training in 


the high schools now may receiv e a 
credit for su ch work , ju st as they 
hav e been receiv ing credit for mathe­ 
matics, Latin, German and the lik e. 
“In my opinion, the 
state 
board 
has met honestly the growing demand 
in the state for indu strial training in 
the high school. The amended cou rse 
balances weU between the indu strial 
arts and modern langu age and his­ 
tory . In my opinion, a stu dent going 
throu gh the high school with the bal­ 
anced cou rse, will be well su ited to 
tak e u p any v ocation embracing the 
indu strial arts, and mak e a su ccess 
of it, whether he wishes to mak e it a 
life work or to u se it as a means of 
fu rther edu cating himself.” 
The board au thorized the employ ­ 
ment of an ex pert to index the min­ 
u tes of the board, from 38 5 3 to the 
present time. 
The work will be done 
u nder the su perv ision of the state su ­ 
perintendent.
